To the inhabitants of the Town of Deering in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Deering on Tuesday, the 10th day of March next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects:

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same.

4. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,000 to apply on state road note or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money to shingle the town hall and repair the horse-sheds 
or take any action relating thereto. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$1,500 to cover interest on notes for the ensuing year. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$100 for fire protection or take any action relating thereto. 


9. To see if the town will vote to sell the Clement 
hill school-house or take any action relating thereto. 


10. To see if the town will vote the sum of $400 for 
blister rust control. 2 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500 to apply on long term notes. 


12. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting and raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray cost of same.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of the Deering N. H., School District, 
this twelfth annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools, for the school year 1929-1930 is hereby re- 
spectfully submitted. 


The Pond School was reopened this year after being 
closed for a time, with Miss Marjorie Williams teaching, 
Miss Eunice Preston returned to the Manselville School, 
and Mrs. Alice Colburn to the West Deering School. Miss 
Hazel Thompson took Mrs. Yeaton’s place at the Hast 
Deering School, and although there were 16 different 
children in the school some of the time between Septem- 
ber and January, yet by January 13th only two children 
remained. All the others having been here because their 
fathers were working in nearby lumber camps moved 
away when the mills stopped running. So, on January 
13th the school was closed and the two remaining children 
were transported to the North School, where Miss Doris 
Locke, a recent graduate of Keene Normal School, was the 
teacher. 


Table 1 gives some data in regard to these teachers:

Amount of experience is given in nearest whole years, 
and in the column of State Approval C stands for certifi- 
cate, L for license and P for a temporary permit. Miss 
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Hatch’s may seem small in comparison with the other 
salaries, but that is because she gave only one day per 
week to our schools. 


The State Department of Hducation has worked out 
the cost of public education for $1,000 of equalized valu- 
ation, and also the cost per pupil. The cost per $1,000 of 
equalized valuation varies in the state from $3.23 to 
$22.15, our cost being $14.16. Of course the higher the val- 
uation of the district the lower this figure would be. How- 
ever, $4.57 of this amount was paid by the state in the 
form of state aid, so that the actual cost to the district 
was $9.59. Considering elementary education only, the 
cost in the state ranged from $2.13 to $17.72 and for 
Deering it was $11.02, being reduced by state aid so that 
the amount paid by the district was $6.45. The cost per 
$1,000 for high school education varied from two cents to 
$8.56 and was $2.11 for Deering. The per pupil cost for 
elementary education in the state varied from $46.75 to 
$317.62 and for Deering it was $148.25. 


Table 2 compares five of the largest items in our 
budget with those for the state as a whale. The figures in 
the second and third columns give the percent each item 
is of the total amount spent, and the last column states 
the actual amount spent in Deering.

It will be seen that we spend a larger per cent of 
our school money for teachers’ salaries, high school tui- 
tion and transportation than the average for the state, and 
that we spend a smaller per cent of our whole expendi- 
tures for superintendent’s salary and fuel. Transportation 
charges in Deering have two times as large a share of our 
total expenses than the state as a whole. 
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I have before me the report of the school board for 
the year just before I became superintendent, and table 3 
gives some interesting comparative data.

The teacher’s salary averaged $7.12 per week in 1917, 
as against $25 this year, and although we had the same 
number of school both years there was $4,225.39 spent for 
teachers’ salaries this year compared with $1001 in 1917, 
and we are not even now paying as much as the average 
for the state. In 1917 we did not have such a variety of 
expenses as at present for the total amount of teachers’ 
salaries then was more than 60 per cent of the total, 
whereas now it is 55.5 per cent. We spent this year about 
three times as much for fuel, and about 55 times as much 
for transportation as was spent in 1917. In fact in 1917 
I find that two children were carried more than two miles 
for $1.00 per week, which is less than what would be 
demanded per day at present. 


Table IV gives the grade distribution and average 
age of the pupils.

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Due to the fact that many families move from one 
place to the other in town seven children have attended 
more than one school making the actual number in charge 
of each teacher 63 instead of 59 as above. The average age 
is given in years and months, and we have no tuition 
pupils. 


The school board made 23 visits to schools. There 
were 134 visits from parents and friends, mostly to special 
exercises, and the superintendent made 122 visits of super- 
vision and inspection. This year he kept a record of the 
distance travelled by automobile on school business from 
September to June, and found it to have been 7,025 miles. 
At 10 cents per mile which is allowed by some firms to its 
representatives that would amount to $702.50. 


Table 5 gives some attendance figures for the differ- 
ent schools.

The Pond and West schools had good records for 
attendance. Punctuality was good in both the North and 
Pond schools. The East school’s record was even poorer 
than at first would appear, because the 48 cases of tardi- 
ness were for the half year that the school was open and 
not for a whole school year. 


Intelligence Tests and Standard Achievement Tests 
were given. The Medical Examination was carried out as 
usual, and necessary repairs and painting were done in 
so far as the amount of money appropriated would permit. 


The Community Club gave its annual prize to the 
school which excelled in good attendance, scholarship, 
deportment, and neatness. It was won this year by the 
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Pond School and was a beautifully framed picture of 
‘Old Ironsides.”? It now hangs in the school room. The 
Grange also offered money prizes for essays upon the 
Grange, and they were won by Lillian Cate, Martha Col- 
burn, Ruth Wood and Loretta Cote.
